According to reports received 
here, Japanese soldiers seized a 
boat owned by the American mis- 
slomary-operated general hospital 
there, .pulled down the American 
flag and threw it in the river. 

Japanese Apology Reported. 

When members of the hospital 
staff rescued the flag and brought 
the matter to the attention of the 
Japanese commander at Wuhu, he 
was reported to have expressed 
his regrets. 

There were reports that wide- 
spread disorder prevailed when 
Japanese troops captured the city. 

Japanese authorities at Shang- 
hai today said new army units had 
been dispatched to the city to re- 
place those troops who bore the 
brunt of the actual fighting for 
Wuhu. 

They expressed confidence that 
peace and order had been re- 


stored. 

They also added that a new 
policing unit had also brought 
quiet to Nanking, China’s fallen 
capital. 

A new “autonomous commis- 
sion,” manned by obscure Chinese, 
but sponsored by the Japanese

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BY ‘STAY-IN’ GROUPS 


2,000 Strikers Remain in 
Goodrich Plant; Govern- 
ment Faces Problem. 


PARIS, Dec. 23.—(7)—“Stay in” 
strikers tonight occupied 13 food 
warehouses in Paris in a wave of 
labor troubles which presented the 
government of Premier Camille 
Chautemps with an acute political 
problem. 

Opponents of the government 
demanded that it make good its 
pledge to compel the strikers to 
leave occupied factories and other 
buildings. 

Authorities said it would be dif- 


ficult to replenish food and other) 


merchandise stocks in the Paris 
area unless the strikes were set- 
tled quickly. 

Drivers of newspaper and mag- 
azine delivery trucks voted to 
strike and occupy their garages. 
Drivers of three department stores 
were ready to join them. 

Two steel works, two national- 
ized airplane plants and one motor 
factory were occupied by workers 
in sympathy with strikes at the 
Goodrich factory, where 2,000 
workers remained in the plant, 
surrounded by mobile guards. 

Workers occupied the Gaumont 
movie studio. Employes of the 
government cable factory stopped 
work for several hours, demand- 
ing that extra employes be added 
to lighten work. 

Leaders of metal and chemical 
unions told the premier’ they 
would order strikes in 700 facto- 
ries if the Goodrich plants were 
forcibly cleared.

HEAVY EARTHQUAKE 
HITS MEXICO CITY 


Three Persons Known Dead; 
One Is Believed To Be 


an American. 


MEXICO CITY, Dec. 23.—(P)— 
A heavy earthquake shook Mexi- 
co City and most of southern Mex- 
ico today with an intensity that 
varied in different sections from 
nine seconds to more than five 
minutes. 

Three persons were known dead 
and minor damage _ to buildings 
and streets was widespread. 

The epicenter of the shock, the 
strongest in several years, was be- 
lieved to be either in Oaxaca 
state, 250 miles south, or in the 
Pacific ocean off Guerrero state. 

Springs of both seismographs in 
the national and central observa- 
tories were broken, but the na- 
tional’s director determined the 
temblor must have been of dan- 
gerous intensity at its center. 

Though communications with 
the interior were interrupted by 
the first shocks which started at 
7:18 a.m., (Atlanta time) reports 
received later in the day from a 
score of places in the quake area 
said damage was little. At least 10 
southern states felt the shocks. 

The broken seismographs pre- 
vented the exact location of the 
center of the disturbance being 
fixed. 

One aged woman was killed here 
when the roof of her abobe house 
fell in and crushed her. Two men 
were electrocuted by broken high 
tension wires. 

A dispatch from Cuernavaca 
said a George Mansfield, described 
as an American, died of a heart at- 
tack during the disturbance. 


Strains of ‘Silent Night, Holy Night’ 


Brought 10-Day World War Truce 


British Soldiers, German Enemies, Toiled Side by Side to 
Bury Dead in No Man’s Land, Veteran of Gordon 
Highlanders Relates. 


NORFOLK, Va., Dec. 23.—(P)—' 
The Rev. J. Sutherland-Watt told | 


the Norfolk Lions Club yesterday 
the strains of “Silent Night, Holy 
Night,” sweeping gently across a 
battlefield in two languages, quiet- 
ed guns in front line trenches of 
the greatest war on earth for a 
Christmas celebration. 

It was Christmas Eve, 1914, be- 
tween Armentiers and Arras, while 
miserable Gordon Highlanders 
huddled in ragged trenches that 
somebody remembered the day. 

“Jim, let’s sing,” one said to Pri- 
vate Sutherland-Watt. 

Jim pleaded a headache, but 
someone else started “Silent Night, 
Holy Night,” and soon Jim and the 
whole Scot regiment joined in. 

Carols Ring Out. 


When the last refrain subsided, 
from the opposite trenches arose 
other voices—attuned in “Stille 
Nacht.” Then all night long Christ- 
mas carols rang from trench to 
trench in strange tongues while 
cannon and flares from other sec- 
tors lit the sky. 

At the customary “zero” hour, 
the British soldiers saw gray-clad 
figures making their way out of 
the opposite trenches. A few shots 
were fired. Then it was seen the 
Germans carried no arms. Scots 
leaped from their trenches, like- 
wise unarmed, only to be ordered 
back. 

Soon a German request for a 
24-hour armistice came. It was 
granted. 

Enemies Work Together. 

“Then came one of the most 
awe inspiring scenes of that or any 
other war,” the minister said. 
“Enemies worked side by side to 
dig two enormous graves in which 
to bury their dead in No Man’s 
Land. Firing squads, chaplains 
and buglers joined in simultaneous 
burial rites. 
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“Enemies went back to their 
own trenches then, but soon they 
were going to exchange gifts, to 
sing and swap stories in garbled 
attempts to understand each 
other’s language. 

“They even went so far as to 
arrange a soccer football match, 
but it was never played, though 
what began as a 24-hour armistice 
lasted 10 days. 

“When the tenth day was up, 
a bearded German came over to 
the British and in his. broken 
English said: 

“The Saxons go, the Prussians 
coming. Get in trenches and 
shoot like hell.”

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“MAD ENOUGH TO SWEAR!” 


Secretary of Agriculture Wallace refused, at 
a Washington press conference, to comment 
upon the Boileau amendment to the house farm 
bill because, he said, “I couldn’t refer to it with- 
out swearing, so I prefer not to comment.” 

If the secretary wishes to grow profane over 
that amendment, he can count on an unani- 
mous chorus of support from the entire cotton 
south. For, of all the cruelly sectional, greed- 
inspired pieces of attempted legislation, there 
has seldom been anything comparable to the 
Boileau amendment. 

The astonishing thing is that the amend- 
ment was actually adopted in the house. There 
is strong hope, fortunately, that it will be elim- 
inated from the bill by the conference com- 
mittee. If it is not, every southern representa- 
tive should vote and: work against it until it 
is permanently killed. 

The Boileau amendment provides that 
southern farm land, taken out of cotton or 
tobacco production under the crop restriction 
program, must not be used to raise soil-conserv- 
ing crops, or crops which would be competi- 
tive with those raised in other sections. 

It would prohibit the use of those rich acres 
of southern farm land for the growing of corn, 
raising of livestock or dairy cattle, raising of 
hogs, or of any feeds that could be fed to beef 
cattle, dairy cattle or hogs. 

It would not only prohibit the southern 
farmer from raising these crops for sale, but 
would deny him the right to raise them for 
consumption on his own home place, either as 
feeds for his stock or food products for his 
family. 

It would doom the southern farmer to a per- 
manently “frozen” economic status, barred from 
growing cotton or tobacco beyond the amount 
set by governmental authority, and likewise 
barred from using his lands for growing other 
money crops. 

It would prevent him from improving the 
fertility of those acres and would undo all the 
effort put forth through many years to diver- 


the campaigns to wean southern agriculture 
away from the ruinous one-crop system. 

Representative Boileau, author of the amend- 
ment, is from Wisconsin, the great dairy state. 
The dairy interests maintain one of the strong- 
est lobbies in Washington. 

For years this lobby has fought to keep oleo- 
margarine, an economical and nutritive food 
made chiefly from cottonseed oil and other 
southern-produced oils and fats, from the mar- 
ket. Despite the fact that almost all users of 
margarine could not afford the more costly 
dairy butter and, if the cheaper spread was 
not available, would’ be ‘forced’ to ‘go entirely 
without this important food, the selfish dairy 
interests have sought to erect insurmountable 
interstate tariff walls against margarine and 
have asked special taxes on that product which 
would make it uneconomical to manufacture. 

Now, not satisfied with an unfair campaign 
to destroy a large market for one important 
southern product, they attempt to tell the 
southern farmer that he cannot produce basic, 
important crops, either for sale or for home 
consumption. Because, forsooth, they insist on 
the privilege of selling their products to that 
same southern farmer. 

In the words of Secretary Wallace, it is 
difficult to discuss the Boileau amendment 
“without swearing."’ 


THE FALL OF TERUEL 

The victory of the Spanish Loyalists at 
Teruel is, to the general American public, good 
news. That fs, if war news, with its thousands 
of casualities, can ever be called good. 

Few Americans understand all the compli- 
cated factors in the Spanish civil war. The 
causes and the enthusiasm and the objectives 
are too confused for full comprehension this 
faraway. And Spain, for many years, has been 
a country of more or less mystery, in so far as 
its internal affairs are concerned at least. 

Yet in this country there has been a feeling 
through all the long months of war in Spain 
that the Loyalists are the underdogs, and it is 
the American habit to feel sympathy for the 
handicapped, whether in war, in the prize ring 
or in life. 

Also it is world knowledge that thousands of

THE FARMERS’ BLINDFOLD BLUFF 

Georgia’s delegation in congress is reported 
by the Associated Press as hurrying home for 
the Christmas holidays with little, if any, idea 
of the tarm bill which will ultimately emerge 
from conference committee during the regular 
session of January. | 

The Georgians are in exactly the same be- 
wilderment as their confreres from all the other 
states, and the farmers themselves. 

For the status of the farm bill,.intended to 
contribute toward a permanent solution of the 
unfortunate economic plight of agriculture, is 
so confused that no man can foretell what the 
outcome will be. The senate has passed a farm 
bill and the house has passed a farm bill, but 
the two are so widely apart in their provisions 
that the compromise measure to be formed in 
conference committee may take almost any 
form or hue. 

Most Georgians in the house were dissatisfied 
with the bill voted there. Three of them, in 
fact, voted against it while a majority of the 
favorable votes were given on a basis of hope 
and belief that anything is better than nothing. 

Senator George expressed his frank disap- 
proval of the senate bill, declaring restricted 
crops, as proposed, is not a sound solution of 
the problem. He voted for it, however, as an 
emergency measure to ease the present needs 
of farmers in this state. 

There is serious doubt that the conference 
committee which now has the bill will be able 
to work out a measure that will meet with 
universal approval. The entire thought of con- 
gress, as expressed in the senate and house 
bills, seems to be along the line of benefit pay- 
ments, restricted crops and financial induce- 
ments for soil improvements: | 

These, at the best, are but temporary salves 
to a fundemental problem. Inevitably they must 
result.in a new dip into the pockets of taxpayers 
and consumers. For payments, under whatever 
name they are camouflaged, must come from 
one of two sources, either the tax collected 
revenue of the nation or from higher prices 
paid by consumers. 

The basic cause of the farmers’ plight today 
is the high tariff policy of the United States, 
combined with the fallacy of crop restriction. 
Every student of economics knows this. Until 
these fundamental errors are rectified there can 
be no permanent solution of the farm problem 
and every bill congress may pass will be but a 
temporary salve to the outside of the wound, 
with no curative effect upon the inner disease 
which causes the trouble. 


THE PRESIDENT IS RIGHT 
President Roosevelt, in his reiteration of his 
desire for a balanced budget as expressed in a 
letter to Chairman Cartwright, of the house 
roads committee, will have the fullest support 
of the entire country, with the possible excep- 


tion of those who might profit by governmental 


expenditures and who, therefore, oppose all 
moves for economy for selfish reasons. 

The nation has waited patiently for curtail- 
ment of federal spending and balancing of the 
budget upon a sound financial basis. This must 
be done, if the national economy is to permit 
permanent rebuilding of that prosperity which 
is the deepest desire of all. 

The President emphasizes that the respon- 
sibility for effecting the desired economies rests 
squarely upon congress. The administration 
has, repeatedly, urged for retrenchment. That 
is all it can do. Congress has the sole power 
to reduce appropriations sufficiently to bring 
about the desired result. 

Furthermore, the record of the special ses- 
sion just closed reveals that no one can truth- 
fully brand congress, in its present mood, as a 
“rubber-stamp” body. It has been made plain 
that congress is following its own convictions. 

It is strictly up to congress to answer the 
national demand, voiced by the President, for 
governmental economy and sound finance. If 
the greed of selfish interests and the desire of 
individual members for financial advantages for 
their own districts blocks all efforts for econ- 
omy, those members must carry the onus of 
continued spending and must answer to the 
voters. 

The President has made his position perfect- 
ly clear and, in so doing, has voiced the sen- 
timent of an overwhelming majority of the 
people. ‘

| aes taining example of the way politics 
works in these days is the story of Tennessee’s pious, pompous 
Senator George L. Berry, Memphis’ aboriginal boss, Ed Crump, and 
the United Automobile Workers. It has everything, from a demon- 
stration of the form sometimes taken by the new liberalism to a 
demonstration of the néw. liberalism’s effect.on old line bossism. 

The story begins last tmber, when the United Automobile 
Workers moved in on the Ford and General Motors plants in 
Memphis. Ed Crump has owned Memphis since the day when the 
old maestro, William C. Handy, wrote the first recorded piece of 
modern jazz, “The Beale Street Blues,” as a campaign song for him. 
Mr. Crump did not care for the UAW. 

Mr. Crump’s Mayor Overton threatened the UAW men with 
various punishments. Eventually, someone or other gave rather 
severe beatings to Norman Smith and Charles Phillips, two of the 
leading UAW: organizers, "* 

Meanwhile, Senator Berry, leader of the pressmen’s union, owner 
of broad acres of marble now submerged by the TVA’s lakes, and 
the man the New Deal brought to Washington as its favored candi- 
date when Senator Nate Bachman died last spring, has fallen out 
with Mr. Crump.~ Senator Berry, who is a large, impressive fellow 
with-a gift for Biblical quotation and a bald spot more care- 
fully covered with glued-down side locks than any other in the 
senate, was determined to become the ruler of Tennessee. 

Up to this year, Mr. Crump has been the ruler, owing to his 
remarkable gift for turning in a Memphis vote just large enough to 
eleat his state-wide candidates. Fortunately for Senator Berry, 
Mr. Crump had fallen out with his last state-wide candidate, Gover- 
nor Gordon Bro 


TWO GOT TOGETHER So Senator Berry and Governor 
Browning got together, and decided 


to shove through the Tennessee legislature a bill giving all Ten- 
nessee counties fairly equal power in a state-wide vote. Obviously 
this would end the state-wide influence of Mr. Crump, since it 
would nullify the usefulness of his gift for turning in just the right 
number of votes from Memphis. Senator Berry called in the 
United Automobile Workers to help on the bill. . 

Norman Smith and Delmond Garst, another UAW organizer, 
UAW President Homer Martin and Gardner Jackson, of labor’s Non- 
Partisan League, called on the busy senator in his office, after one 
of them had been approached in behalf of the Browning-Berry bill 
by Colonel Luke Lea, the ex-financial wizard of Tennessee. 

The senator painted a pretty picture of the future of Tennessee 
after the destruction of Mr. Crump. The UAW men replied that 
the bill to destroy Mr. Crump had the obvious effect of destroying 
the power of all Memphis’ voters as well. They pointed out that 
if their organizing campaign succeeded, their vote would be largely 
in Memphis. And they refused to go along, although Senator Berry 
promised that the bill would be repealed as soon as Mr. Crump’s 
destruction had been accomplished. 

- Nevertheless, Senator Berry promised great things, swearing 
eternal friendliness to the UAW. Among other evidences of good 
faith which he offered, he there and then dictated a telegram vir- 
tually commanding Governor Browning to send in state troops to 
protect the UAW organizers in Memphis. 

The UAW then sat down to wait for the state troops. They 
never came, but Senator Berry and Governor Browning won with 
their bill anyway. And thus the new liberalism has triumphed over 
old line bossism in Tennessee. 


JOE GOES TO SCHOOL The general opinion is that the New 
Deal’s tame capitalist, Joseph P. Ken- 


nedy, will make the perfect American ambassador to England, since 
he is so exactly what the English expect an American to be.

Pent House ;,, bo re De my 
Governor Robert Emmett Quinn, 
of Rhode Island, called out the 


taliation for certain insults to him 
by Walter O’Hara, the manager 
of the great and profitable gam- 
bling plant, one of my constitu- 
ents scolded me for proceeding to 
Providence to cover the story. He 
accused me of evading Armaged- 
don to write about a brawl in a 
back room, but I had a feeling 
that there was more to this case 
than a mere temperamental and 
political falling out between a cou- 
ple of loose-lip Connemaras, and 
tried, apparently without success, 
to explain what it all meant to 
posterity. 

This has now been done, how- 
ever, by Zachariah Chafee Jr., a 
Rhode Islander who is a profes- 
sor of law at Harvard, in a paper- 
bound pamphlet called “State 
House vs. Pent House,” which 
comes to the conclusion that, if 
the troops were illegally called, 
then Quinn himself and every sol- 
dier in the detail from the gen- 
eral down to the newest acting 
back, is liable for the loss suf- 
fered by O’Hara and the other 
stockholders of Narragansett Park. 


As to the soldiers, he gives the 
interesting opinion, supported by 
citations, that an order from a 
superior does not justify the com- 
mission of an illegal act, although 
he admits that, in certain condi- 
tions, a patriot in arms has only 
a choice between being shot by a 
firing squad for refusal and hang- 
ing at the hands of the civil exe- 
cutioner for obedience.

° e writing goes into 
Details tne cheap and gritty 
details of the political contest

Governor of South Carolina 
Refuses To Reopen Case 
of Killer of Five. 


COLUMBIA, S. C., Dec. 23.—(P) 
Sixty-five-year-old Edmund Big- 
ham’s hopes of reopening the spec- 
tacular case of the murder of five 
members of his family, in an ef- 
fort to gain his freedom from the 
state penitentiary, were shattered 
— by Governor Olin D. John- 
ston.

Intangibles Tax Hailed Favorably 


As Promoting 


Progress otf State 


Continued From First Page. 


Stocks in Georgia corporations are 
exempt when the company has 
paid all of its ad valorem taxes. 

A tax of $1.50 (1.5 mills) on 
each $1,000 of fair market value 
of all notes or obligations insured 
by the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration (except those owned by 
banks) and of all notes or other 
obligations secured by real estate 
made by state building and loan 
associations for the purpose of fi- 
nancing homes up to $5,000. Notes 
of more than $5,000 will be taxed 
at $3 per $1,000. 

In the event the law is de- 
clared invalid, counties may nol 
levy an intangible tax greater 
than 20 per cent of the present 
tax on the tangible property. 

Accounts Receivable Tax. 

Accounts receivable are tax- 
able at the old rate, which is the 
equivalent of the tax on real es- 
tate. 

Returns on all property, 
whether subject to taxation or 
not, must be made to the State 
Revenue Commission. Failure to 
make returns subjects the tax- 
payer to a 25 per cent penalty. 

Funds derived from the _ tax 
will be prorated among the coun- 
ties, the cities and the state, the 
amounts being determined by .the 
ad valorem tax ratio. 

While the Governor awaited 
the intangible tax bill and other 
measures the general assembly 
yesterday began its Christmas re- 
cess which will keep the mem- 
bers at home until January 3, the 
Monday following New Year’s. 


Seven Proposals Enacted. 


Seven major units of Governor 
Rivers’ program have been enact- 
ed into law. These include 
$2,000 tax exemption on owner- 
occupied dwellings, $300 exemp- 
tion on household and _ kitchen 
furniture, farm implements and 
domestic animals; increased taxa- 
tion on beer, provision for. a 
treasury stabilization fund (for 
interdepartmental -borrowing 
against anticipated revenues, ex- 
tension of Confederate pension 
privileges to widows who wed 
veterans prior to January 1, 1920; 
classification of intangible prop- 
erty, and revision of the state’s 
auto and truck license law, aban- 
doning the $3 tag and substitut- 
ing instead a sliding scale based 
on weight. 

Four secondary measures, also 
outlined by Governor Rivers when 
he addressed the assembly No- 
vember 22, have also been passed 
by both branches of the legisla- 
ture. 

They include a bill tightening 
enforcement of the tobacco tax, a 
provision for the state to absorb

The assembly also objected to 
increasing the fees of tax collec- 
tors and receivers, compromising 
on a substitute measure which 
would permit fee collection on the 
full assessment of ad valorem tax-

Road Conference Tuesday. 
The Governor, in a press con- 
ference, hinted he would outline 
a_program to the legislature when 
it. reconvenes January 3, and an- 


inounced a scheduled conference 


with the legislative committee of 
the County Commissioners’ Asso- 
ciation next Tuesday. 

At a similar conference last 
Thursday, the Governor discussed 
the problem and suggested, as one 
alternative; that the state might 
take over operation of all roads. 
Before the extraordinary session 
the special legislative tax com- 
mittee proposed that the state 
take over maintenance of all roads 
now worked by the counties, but 
the plan met vigorous opposition 
and was abandoned. 

The problem of county revenue, 
observers agree, probably will be 
the most important faced by the 
legislature when it is reconvened. 
A private poll of senators con- 
ducted last week by Senator Wal- 
ter Harrison, of Millen, indicated 
more than 40 willing to stay in 
session indefinitely until legisla- 
tion is produced to care adequate- 
ly for the counties. 

Thus far, the general assembly 
has shown inclination to follow 
the so-called “Martin plan,” sug- 
gested by Dr. John Martin, Ken- 
tucky tax expert. Key bills in 
this program are the intangibles 
classification measure, already 
passed, and the inheritance tax. 


Alternative Program. 


Governor Rivers had offered an 
alternative program which would 
have included abolition of ad va- 
lorem taxation for state purposes, 
elimination of all occupational and 
professional licenses, and substi- 
tution of a gross income tax, esti- 
mated to produce approximately 
$12,000,000. No legislative action 
has been taken in this direction.

ROADS FINISH PLEA 
-FORFARE INCREASE 


Say Half-Cent-a-Mile Raise 
in Coach Tariffs Would. 


Increase Revenues. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—(#)— 
Eastern railroad officials told an 
obviously skeptical Interstate 
Commerce commissioner today 
that a one-half-cent-a-mile in- 
crease in coach fares would re- 
sult in substantial increases in 
revenues. 

The witnesses underwent vigor- 
ous examination by Commissioner 
Claude C. Porter, who presided at 
the hearing. Porter said predic- 
tions of increased revenues were 
based on an assumption that high- 
er fares would not result in a de- 
creased volume of traffic. 

After the railroads had finished 
their testimony, John A. Hastings, 
of New York, appeared in opposi- 
tion to the railroads’ application. 

Describing himself as a “capi- 
talist who believes in the capital- 
istic system,” Hastings advocated 
what he described as a postaliza- 
tion of rates. Under his program 
a flat rate would prevail, regard- 
less of distance. - 

F. J. Wall, vice president of the 
New Haven, said the eastern rail- 
roads must obtain additional reve- 
nue to meet increasing costs of op- 
eration. Based on the railroads’ 
last fiscal year, Wall said, a half- 
cent increase would add $3,400,000 
annually to the New Haven’s rev- 
enue.

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—(7)— 
While agreeing that elimination of 
the center-jump speeds up action 
and appeals to spectators, many 
basketball coaches and officials be- 
lieve the innovation involves phy-

Those coaches‘ and officials op- 
posing the new rule on the grounds

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MORE SHIPS ASKED 
TO PROVE TO WORLD 
U.S. IS NOT AFRAID’ 


Chairman Taylor Would 
Show Powers ‘We Are 
Going To Get Ready.’ 


‘WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—(4)— 
Demand for a more powerful navy 
and air force, to serve notice on 
foreign nations that the United 
States is “not afraid” of a fight, 
came today from Chairman Taylor, 
Democrat, Colorado, of the house 
appropriations committee. 

He said many Americans, par- 
ticularly in the west, believe this 
country should not submit “su- 
pinely” to Japan's “insolent treat- 
ment.” 

“I feel,” Taylor told reporters, 
“that conditions have changed 
throughout the world so much 
since August that our country 
would be justified in showing the 
world that we are going to get 
ready, and that we are not hunting 
a fight but are not afraid of one.” 

Even the desire for a balanced 
budget, Taylor said, should not be 
permitted to interfere with “sys- 
tematic” improvement of national 
defenses. 

Warns of “War Hounds.” 

Senator Borah, Republican, 
Idaho, who commented on the Far 
Eastern situation before Taylor 
spoke, declared the nation should 
be on guard against “war hounds,” 
who seek to build up a belligerent 
psychology. 

“I do not think that we ought to 
get out of China, or leave’ the 
easi,” he said, “and neither do I 
think that if we fail to do so, we 
are going to war with Japan.” 

“It does not require any great 
amount of courage or statesman- 
ship,” the senator added, “to throw 
a people into war, but it sometimes 
require a vast amount of courage 
and great statesmanship, when the 
war hounds have hit the trail, to 
keep a people out of war.” 

Wheeler Urges Withdrawal. 

Unlike Borah, Senator Wheeler, 
Democrat, Montana, advocated the 
withdrawal of American’ troops 
and ships from China and favored 
proposals for referenda prior to 
any war. 

Senator Nye, Republican, North 
Dakota, suggested, however, that 
the United States be permitted to 
declare war without a vote of the 
people if a foreign power invaded 
any country of North or South 
America.

On our left, an attack was start- 
ing. The men, bent double, their 
bayonets fixed, were advancing in 
the awkward first gallop that 
steadies into the heavy climb of 
an uphill assault. Two men were 
hit and left the line. One had the 
surprised look of a man first 
wounded who does not realize the 
thing can do this damage and not 
hurt. The other knew he had it 
very bad. All I wanted was a 
spade to make a little mound to 
get my head under. But there 
weren’t any spades within crawl- 
ing distance. 

On our right was the great yel- 
low mass of the Mansueto, the 
natural battleship-shaped fortress 
that defends Teruel. Behind us the 
Spanish government artillery was 
firing, and, after the crack, came 
the noise like tearing silk and then 
the sudden spouting black geysers 
of high explosive shells pounding 
at the earth-scarred fortifications 
of Mansueto. 

Braves Machine Guns. 

We had come down through the 
pass on the Sagunto road to with- 
in nine kilometers of Teruel and 
had left our car. Then we walked 
along the road to kilometer six 
and there was the front line. We 
had stayed there a little while, 
but it was a hollow and you 
couldn’t see well. We climbed a 
ridge to see and were machine- 
gunned. Below us an officer was 
killed and they brought him back 
slowly, heavily and laid him gray- 
faced on a stretcher. When they 
bring the dead back on stretchers, 


the attack has not yet started. 
The amount of fire we were 


died today after a long illness.

They ran in the leaping, plung- 
ing gait that is not panic but a 
retreat, and to cover that retreat 
their further machine gun posts 
slithered our ridge with fire. I 
wished very strongly for the 
spade, and then up thé ridge we 
saw government troops advancing 
steadily. It went on like that all 
day and by night time we were 
six kilometers beyond where the 
first attack had started. P 

We sat behind trees, comforta- 
ble thick trees, and saw twigs 
clipped from their drooping low- 
er branches. We watched the Fas- 
cist planes head for us and hunted 
shelter in a soil-eroded gulch only 
to watch them turn and circle to 
bomb the government lines near 
Concud. But all day long we 
moved forward with the steady 
merciless advance the government 
troops were making. Up the hill- 
sides, across the railway, captur- 
ing the tunnel, all up and over the 
Mansueto, down the road around 
the bend from kilometer two cnd 
finally up the last slopes to the 
town, whose seven church steeples 
and neatly geometrical houses 
showed sharp against the setting 
sun. 

The late evening sky had been 
full .of government planes, 
chasers seeming to turn and dart 
like swallows, and, while we 
watched their delicate precision 
through our glasses, hoping to. see 
an air fight, two trucks came nois- 
ing up and stopped, dropping their 
tailboards to discharge a com- 
pany of kids who acted as though 
they were going to a football 
game. It was only when you saw 
their belts with 16 bomb pouches 
and the two sacks each wore that 
you realized what they were, “dy- 
namiters.” 

“Dynamiters” in Action. 

The captain said, “These are 

very good. You watch when they

Deteat of War Referendum Test. 
Held Vital to Far Eastern Policy 


House Leaders Are Hopeful Congress Will Demonstrate 
to World U. S. National Unity on Basic Foreign Is- 
sues, Thus Strengthening President’s Hand 
. in Japanese Situation. —

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—(#)— 
Hopes are rising in some adminis- 
tration breasts that the Ludlow 
war referendum test in the house 


next session will strengthen Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s hand in the far 
eastern situation. ‘ 

These hopes depend on efforts 
to induce signers of a_ petition, 
which is forcing the referendum 

to the house floor, to vote 
against it when the showdown 
comes. There are ‘ints that off- 
stage progress in this direction al- 
ready has been made by house 
leaders. 

(The question to be decided by 
the house is whether to submit 
to the states a constitutional 
amendment requiring a favorable 
vote of the people before the Unit- 
ed States could declare war, ex- 
cept in event of invasion.) 

Action Termed Thoug 

Former Governor Landon’s mes- 
save to President Roosevelt, in- 
dorsing the President’s firm “no” 
to the referendum idea, was seized 
upon by administration men to 
back up their argument that de- 
cisive defeat of the proposal is 
called for by the critical situation 
in the Far East. At the same time, 
Chairman Pittman, of the senate 
foreign relations committee, 
termed the action of petition sign- 
érs a “thoughtless” one. 

House leaders have given the 
White House definite assurances 
from .the first that the Ludlow 
proposition could not muster the 
two-thirds majority necessary for 
its approval. In the senate, where 
only a third of the members will 
be up for re-election next year, 
leaders appear equally confident 
they -could. stop the measure if it 
got through the other chamber. 

The stress being placed by the 
White House on defeat of the pro- 
posal indicates, in such circum- 
stances, apprehension that a close 
vote might impair diplomatic ef- 
forts to reach a satisfactory set- 
tlement with Japan regarding the 
Panay and related incidents in 
China. The increasing drive for a 
smashing house defeat of the 
amendment is aimed at giving a 
demonstration to the world, and 


bluntly, 


particularly to Japan, of national 
unity on basic foreign policy. 

Governor Landon’s message was 
welcome especially to the admin- 
istration on that account. Hope 
Was expressed by some Roosevelt 
supporters that former President 
Hoover might see fit, before the 
test in the house, to indicate op- 
position to the war referendum 
idea. There was no suggestion that 
Mr. Hoover had been heard from, 
directly or indirectly; but pUblica- 
tion of the Roosevelt-Landon cor- 
respondence and the President’s 
disclosure that he had received a 
similar communication from Colo- 
nel Frank Knox, Landon’s 1936 
running mate, was regarded 
widely as exerting pressure on the 
former President to disclose his 
view. 

Aside from its influence on the 
war referendum amendment vote 
in the house, the Roosevelt-Lan- 
don exchange cannot have failed 
to have attracted attention in 


Tokyo. 

Landon expressed himself 
being unhampered by 

considerations restricting the 

President. 


“You and I both know that the 
American people want peace; but 
they want a peace that will enable 
us to maintain the respect of other 
nations of the world,” he said. 

Chance for President. 

That gave the President a 
chance to concur, in effect, in lan- 
guage that must cause Japanese 
statesmen to consider its implica- 
tions. 

“We owe some measure of co- 
operation and even leadership in 
maintaining standards of conduct 
helpful to the ultimate goal of 
general peace,” Mr. Roosevelt said. 

American demands upon Japan 
for redress for the sinking of the 
Panay, and for guarantees against 
a recurrence of such incidents, 
were strongly worded. They stop- 
ped short, however, of indicating 
what course Washington might 
follow if not satisfied finally by 
Japanese replies. The mere fact 
that the President reiterated his 
American peace leadership slogan, 
in resisting the war referendum 
movement in congress, is fraught 
with possible significance which 
Tokyo cannot fail to note.

SELF-TREATMENT FOR CRI, 
GRIP OR IS IT FLU? 

Of course you needn’t call it cri 
(kree) if you want to be obstinate 
about it, but after all, who knows 
which of the dozen or more res- 
piratory infections it may turn out 
to be, in the early stage of the 
trouble? Should it prove to be 


‘\diphtheria or whooping cough or 


meningitis, for example, you’ll feel 
foolish if you called it “cold” or 
“grip,” but you’ll have no regrets 
if you called it cri. Cri means you 
don’t know what is coming on, but 
you naturally assume it is one or 
another infection, a common res- 
piratory infection (cri for short), 
and so you are giving fair warning 
to everybody to be careful about 
catching it from you. It is the 
other fellow’s funeral if he delib- 
erately comes within your conver- 
sational spray range when you 
have warned him you have the 


Too well I know this sort of 
hygiene makes no impression on 
the mind of the person whose 
knowledge of hygiene is limited to 
what he learned from the almanac. 
There are a_ lot of people who 
can’t assimilate newer knowledge 
of hygiene or sanitation, simply 
because it isn’t recognized in the 
almanac. For them the change of 
weather and imaginary exposure 
satisfactorily accounts for every- 
thing. 

When a victim feels the oncom- 
ing illness or indisposition, per- 
haps it matters less what he calls 
it or what he thinks about it than 
what he does about it. 

Most physicians agree that the 
best thing to do is to go to bed at 
once. If possible in an air-condi- 
tioned room—going to bed gives 
general rest, and breathing air 
adequately moistened and at a 
proper temperature (ideally be- 
tween 60 and 65 degrees F.) gives 
the nose physiological rest; rest 
favors healing of an acute respira- 
tory infection just as rest favors 
healing of a brokep bone. 

With many physicians quinine is 
a favorite prescription in the early 
stage of grip, flu or similar illness. 
Often the patient is instructed to 
take two grains of quinine every 
four hours; and where there is 
much ache“or pain along with the 
chilliness or feverishness, most 
doctors combine with the two 
grains of quinine sulphate two 
grains of one or another salicylic 
acid compound—salicin or sodium 
salicylate or acetyl-salicylic acid 
(aspirin), of no particular make, 
just plain quinine sulphate and 
just plain salicin, aspirin or so- 
dium salicylate. With these two 
grains of quinine sulphate and two 
grains of, say, aspirin or sodium 
salicylate it is customary to com- 
bine one-half grain of caffeine in 
the tablet, powder or capsule— 


‘one to be taken every four hours. 


The quinine is the remedial or 
curative’ component of the for- 
mula. The salicylic compound re- 
lieves ache or pain. The caffeine is 
a heart stimulant.

MOSCOW, Dec. 23.—(4)—An- 


ev-/ other high Soviet official, V. I. 


Ivanoff, commissar of the timber 
industry, was out of office today 
because production from Russian 
Forests had failed to flourish as 
planned. He was believed in jail. 

Disclosure of Ivanoff’s removal 
came with announcement that 14 
more persons have been sentenced 
to death in the Soviet “purge” of 
alleged internal enemies—partic- 
ularly those blamed for failures in 
the national economy. 

Prosecutors sent nine executives 
at various timbée trusts. before 
firing squads in two Archangel 
cases and denounced Ivanoff as a 
“base traitor.” The deposed com- 
missar was acoused of helping or- 
ganize a Rightist group “connected 
with the Trotzky-Zinovieff-Buk- 
harin-Rykoff camp.” 

The defendants, among other 
things, were called agents of a 
foreign, Fascist secret service. 
They were alleged to have con- 
fessed they deliberately disorgan- 
ized the timber industry at Ivan- 


08 | off’s orders. 


Ivanoff had been criticized for 
a chronic paper shortage. Defend- 
ants in the trials were said to have 
confessed they sabotaged the ex- 
port of timber products “with the 
aim of pleasing a foreign power 
and injuring the might of Soviet 
Russia.” 

Ivanoff’s removal never has 
been announced in Moscow where, 
as customary, newspapers con- 
tained nothing concerning the 
Archangel trials.

Annette spoke without’ the 
“mammy” accent, a mark of her 
service as a house negro instead of 
a field »and. She nursed her mis- 
tress’ son, Joseph Rucker Lamar, 
who later became a United States 
supreme court justice, and tended 
the family’s personal wants, 

Liked Old Christmas. 

“Dinner was something to talk 
about. Turkey, peafowl, game, 
lamb, pork, beef and all sorts of 
cakes and pies. And when the 
table seemed ready to break they 
brought in a milk-fed pig with a 
big red apple in its mouth.”

ON CROP BILL CITED 


Southern Dissatisfaction 


Widespread, Says Senator. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—(P)— 
Senator Thomas,. Democrat, Okla- 
homa, asserted today there was 
“widespread dissatisfaction” 
among southern and southwestern 
farmers about cotton provisions of 
the house and senate farm bills. 

The Oklahoman, a member of 
the senate agriculture committec, 
said he had received “many com- 
plaints” concerning compulsory 
crop control features.

N.Y. LEGISLATURE 
PASSES CODE, QUITS 


Dtnnigan Bill Creates New 
Administrative Setup for 
Nation’s First City. 


ALBANY, Dec. 23.—(UP)—The 
extraordinary session of the legis- 
lature passed the Dunnigan bill 
tonight creating a new adminis- 
trative code for New York city, 
and adjourned sine die. 

Approval of the controversial 
3,500-page measure came after a 
day of bitter wrangling and 
threats of a protracted deadlock. 

The senate passed the bill 
unanimously. 

The assembly vote was 103 to 9. 
Prior to the vote many amend- 
ments were made. 

The administrative code was 
proposed by Mayor Fiorello H. 
LaGuardia, of New York. He said 
its enactment was necessary be- 
fore January 1, when the new city 
charter becomes effective. 

Opponents of the measure, 
which has been before the ex- 
traordinary legislature for one 
week, charged it was “full of 
jokers.” The opposition was com- 
prised of a group of upstate Re- 
publicans and Tammany Hall 
Democrats. 


MACHADO AMNESTY 
PROBABLE IN CUBA 


New Law Signed May In- 
clude Former President. 


HAVANA, Dec. 23,—(#)—Pres- 
ident Federico Laredo Bru _ to- 
night signed a bill granting am- 
nesty to persons accused as po- 
litical and social offenders, ap- 
parently including former Pres- 
ident Gerardo Machado. 

Machado, one-time “iron man,” 
who fled Cuba after his ouster 
in 1933, was in a New York hos- 
pital, under technical arrest, pend- 
ing a continued extradition hear- 


ng.

Seven Cities Get $31,250,000 
for Low-Cost Homes. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—(?)— 
The United States housing au- 
thority earmarked $31,250,000 for 
low-cost housing loans today for 
seven more cities, bringing the to- 
tal earmarkings to $136,550,000 for 
32 cities which have acceptable 
housing programs. 

The newest earmarkings include 
New York city, $18,000,000; Cin- 
cinnati, $8,000,000; Peoria, ILL, 
$1,500,000; Tampa, Fila., $1,500,000; 
Columbia, S. C., $800,000; Coving- 
ton, Ky., $1,400,000, and Decatur, 
Ind., $50,000. 

The sum for New York city is 
the largest thus far set aside for 
the operations of the Wagner- 
Steagall slum housing program. 

The federal government lends 
90 per cent of the cost of develop- 
ing projects. The local housing 
authorities are required to put up 
the other 10 per cent.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt’s warning to 
congress that it must economize 
immediately or take the blame for 
an unbalanced budget aroused bit- 
ter -esentment among some legis- 
lators tonight and brought a 
guarded offer of co-operation from 
southern Democrats who sabotag- 
ed the wages-hours bill. 

Writhing under White House 
strategy which put them.-“on the 


spot” 12 hours after the specia 
scssion had adjourned without en- 
acting any part of Mr. Roosevelt’s 
seven-point program, free-spend-~- 
ing congressmen prepared to 
strike back by forcing drestic re- 
duction; in appropriations for pet 
new deal projects such as the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. 

First Hint of Reprisal. 


The first hint of reprisal came 
in a letter to the President: from 
Representative Dies, Democrat, 
Texas, leader of the successful 
house fight against the wages- 
hours bill. Dies, after reading Mr. 
Roosevelt’s letter to Chairman 
Wilburn Cartwright, Democrat, 
Oklahoma, of the house roads 
committee outlining the need of 
curtailing highway spending, 
wrote that he would organize an 
economy bloc, which he described 
as the “first caucus of savers,” 
when congress meets again Janu- 
ary 3. 

The Texan praised the Presi- 
dent’s “definite and courageous 
position on this subject” forecast 
support for it from at least 100 
house Democrats and agreed with 
the chief executive’s observation 
in the Cartwright letter that un- 
less the heavy Democratic major- 
ity in congress forces a cut in gov- 
ernment spending, there “will not 
be any Democratic party and there 
would not be any solvent govern- 
ment after a few years.” 

Cannot Be Limited. 

But, Dies emphasized, the pro- 
posed reductions cannot be limit- 
ed to those recommended by Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Henry 
Margenthau Jr., in a recent New 
York speech made with the 
knowledge and approval of the 
President—aid to highways, relief, 
agriculture, and the civilian con- 
servation corps. 

The highway appropriations, 
which the President asked be re- 
duced from $300,000,000 to $100,- 
000,000 annually, and the other 
avenues to economy proposed by 
Morgenthau are juicy bits of pat- 
ronage or “pork” upon which 
congressmen build political ma- 
chines which re-elect them year 
after year. The President has 
shown ¢ at he is fully aware of 
the fact that congressmen will not 
surrender this patronage without 
a fight, a situation which Dies 
brought to his attention by saying: 

“There will be great difficulty 
in curtailing worthwhile improve- 
ments if there is a feeling that 
wasteful expenditures in other di- 
rections will be permitted.”

Allegedly Plays Behind- 
Scenes Role in War. 
SHANGHAI, Dec. 24.—(Friday) 
(P)—Police today reported they 
had uncovered a large-scale coun- 


terfeiting plot which they alleged 
was designed for the dual purpose 
of tremendous profits and fur 
playing a vital, behind-theé-lines 
role in the Chinese-Japanese con- 
flict. 

They said their investigations 
disclosed the scheme after an esti- 
mated $3,000,000 ir local currency 
(more than $880,000 U. S.) had 
been put into circulation in the 
International Settlement and 
French concession. 

Dr. Arthur Young, American 
adviser to the ministry of finance, 
said the ministry was aware of the 
existence of a widespread plot and 
representations would be made if 
it was determined it was an attack 
on the central government’s cur- 
rency.
